resistant metal; and keeping the coating and the component in temperatures from 950° C to 

1 100° C to diffuse the coating into the component; and processing the coating with a peening 
treatment. 

II. a protective coating on a component, the protective coating including SiC and being 
formed by processing a portion as a workpiece of an electric spark machine with a tool electrode 
including Si in a liquid including alkane hydrocarbons, and a method for surface-treatment of a 
component of a turbine engine, comprising: forming a coating including SiC coated on a portion 
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of an untreated component by processing a portion as a workpiece of an electric spark machine 
with a tool electrode of Si in a liquid including alkane hydrocarbons.

Species II includes a protective coating on 
a component, the protective coating including SiC and being formed by processing a portion as a 
workpiece of an electric spark machine with a tool electrode including Si in a liquid including 
alkane hydrocarbons, and a method for surface-treatment of a component of a turbine engine, 
comprising: forming a coating including SiC coated on a portion of an untreated component by 
processing a portion as a workpiece of an electric spark machine with a tool electrode of Si in a 
liquid including alkane hydrocarbons. The above species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features, because of the differences set forth precedingly.
